As U.S. air commanders pressed this “battlefield 
preparation phase,” President Bush met with his 
war advisers to consider ordering American troops 
onto that battlefield. 

Emerging from a White House meeting with De- 
fense Secretary Dick Cheney and joint chiefs chair- 
man Gen. Colin Powell, both just back from Saudi 
Arabia, the president said the air war “will con- 
tinue for a while.” 

As for a ground offensive, Bush said, “We’re not 
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announced it was reaching still 
deeper into the Iraqi population 
for teen-age soldiers to help “de- 
stroy the enemies of God and hu- 
manity.”

A Soviet envoy, Yevgeny Primakov, ventured 
into bomb-battered Baghdad to meet with Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein on Tuesday about a 
Kremlin initiative to end the war. In Yugoslavia, 
representatives of 15 non-aligned nations began 
considering an Iranian bid to mediate an end to the 
conflict. 

Before heading to Baghdad, Primakov stopped 
in Tehran to coordinate his activities with the Ira- 
nians. 

Brightening skies Monday enabled air comman- 
ders to mount 2,900 sorties over 24 hours. The 
U.S. command said 750 missions were directed 
against Iraqi positions in the Kuwait theater, in- 
cluding 200 against the dug-in Republican Guard, 
the Iraqi army’s elite units.

Department of Corrections 
reveals $2 million deficit |

Utah’s Department of Correc- 
tions surprised legislators last week 
when it announced a $2 million 
deficit. 

Gary DeLand, executive director 
for corrections, said the Department 
of Corrections has been working un- 
der the same budget for six years. 
“The government gave us $46 a day 
per inmate six years ago. Now, in 
1991, we get $46.50 per inmate; that 
is only a 50 cent increase.” 

DeLand said the corrections de- 
partment has had to work with over- 
crowding, inflation and tight budget 
controls. 

When asked what he thinks of the 
legislators’ shocked reactions to the 
deficit, DeLand said, “You can’t leg- 
islate somebody to put two quarts of 
water in a one-quart jar, it doesn’t

“Last year we were $800,000 in the 
hole and the Legislature took the 
$800,000 out of this year’s budget. 
So of course, by starting off in the 
hole, we ended up in the hole. I fore- 
see the same thing next year too if 
the budget doesn’t change.” 

Rep. Lee Ellerston, R-Orem, said 
he was flabbergasted at first to hear 
about the deficit. “The state will un- 
doubtedly have to come up with the 
deficit money.”

“Having said that,” Bush added, “I 
have total confidence we are on the 
right path. 

“TI would be remiss if I didn’t reas- 
sure the American people that this 
war is being fought with high technol- 
ogy,” the president said.

Mandela’s husband, African Na- 
tional Congress leader Nelson Man- 
dela, on Monday marked the first 
anniversary of his release from 
prison after serving 27 years for 
sabotage and plotting to overthrow 
the white-led government. He ac- 
companied his wife to the court- 
house but did not enter the court- 
room. 

Mandela looked composed as she 
listened to the reading of the four 
kidnapping and four assault 
charges. “I’m not guilty,” Mandela 
told Justice M.S. Stegmann. 

The co-defendants pleaded inno- 
cent to the same charges, which al- 
lege they participated in the kid- 
napping and assault of four young 
men in Soweto in December 1988. 
One of the youths, Stompei Seipei, 
was later found dead. 

Prosecutors allege the de- 
fendants were motivated by accusa- 
tions the victims engaged in homo- 
sexual activities with a white 
Methodist Church minister and 
that Stompei was a police spy. They 
say the youths were taken to Man- 
dela’s home and beaten. 

In her most comprehensive state- 
ment on the sensational case, Man- 
dela acknowledged the youths were

brought to her home in December 
1988 but said it was to protect them 
from the minister’s sexual ad- 
vances. The church has cleared the 
minister, Paul Verryn, of wrong- 
doing. The written statement, read 
by a lawyer, said Mandela was out 
of town at the time and that a co-de- 
fendant, Xoliswa Falati, arranged 
for the youths’ care. 

“T did not take part in any assault 
on any person, nor was any assault 
committed in my presence,” Man- 
dela said. 

Swanepoel then stunned the 
court by saying Gabriel Pelo 
Mekgwe, a key witness and one of 
the alleged victims, was missing. 

“T have just now been informed 
that one witness was kidnapped 
last night,” he said. The Methodist 
Church in Soweto, which was car- 
ing for Mekgwe, told him of the 
incident. The church refused to 
comment Monday evening. 

Mekegwe’s disappearance could 
severely damage the prosecution’s 
case by frightening the other 
youths from testifying.

The five companies of the 1457th 
Engineer Battalion of Utah were de- 
ployed to Germany Sunday and Mon- 
day. 

The battalion was activated for ser- 
vice in connection with the Persian 
Gulf War on Jan. 25, and it left Utah 
for its destination of Fort Lewis, 


Wash., on Jan. 28. 


Maj. Bob Nelson, National Guard 
Public Affairs officer, said the “units, 
with members from seven Utah com- 
munities, are departing in two lifts for 
duty in support of Operation Desert 
Storm. 

“These units are being activated for 
one year under the partial mobiliza- 
tion authority the president recently 
granted the Defense Department,” 
Nelson said. 

The Guardsmen have been in- 
volved in refresher training and pro- 
cessing during their sojourn Fort 
Lewis. 

In an earlier press release, Nelson 
had said, “While Germany is the 
planned deployment location for 
these units, the location is subject to 
change if operational requirements 
change.” 

The 1457th is trained to breach en- 
emy obstacles, to build obstacles in a 
defensive operation and to construct 
and repair roads and airfields that are 
in bad condition. 

Many of the communities of these 
units sponsored farewell activities 
when they were activated.

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Presidential campaign fund criticized 


WASHINGTON — A government proposal to deal with an anticipated 
deficit in the federal presidential campaign fund was criticized Monday as a 
windfall for President Bush while leaving a pittance for his potential Demo- 
cratic challengers. 

The chairman of the Federal Election Commission and the president of 
Common Cause joined forces to oppose a Treasury Department plan to lock up 
before the 1992 primaries $111.2 million for the federal contribution to the 
general election campaign. 

They contended the proposal would shortchange candidates forced to com- 
pete in the long series of primaries and caucuses. Bush is expected to win 
renomination with no more than token opposition within the Republican 
Party. 

The department made the proposal because the fund is expected to fall about 
$3 million short of anticipated contributions for the next year’s primary and 
general election cycles. Under federal campaign law, the candidates nomi- 
nated at the Republican and Democratic conventions will receive federal 
checks of $55.1 million each. 

John W. McGarry, FEC chairman, told a Treasury Department hearing on 
the proposed regulations that if the government sets aside the $111.2 million 
before the primary season, it will have only $14.5 million to give out in 
matching funds next Jan. 1. 


Toy fair goes on despite stagnant sales 


NEW YORK — Raggedy Ann and Andy welcomed visitors, a brass band 
heralded the arrival of the Toxic Crusaders environmental watchdogs and 
Mattel proclaimed rapper M.C. Hammer will join Barbie as its latest doll 
creation. 

Industry officials released a downbeat report about their business as the 
10-day trade exposition opened. 

Many companies appeared to be taking a more conservative approach as 
they presented new lines, sticking with ideas that worked well in 1990. That 
meant more baby dolls for girls, wrestling action figures for boys and games 
and toys spun off from television shows and comic books. 

The Toy Manufacturers of America, the trade group that sponsors the big 
show, said sales of traditional toys were virtually unchanged last year. 

Shipments rose just 0.3 percent in terms of dollars and 0.2 percent in terms 
of units. Video game sales rose 20.9 percent in dollars and 38.8 percent in 
units. 


Dead Marine honored by family, friends 


SALT LAKE CITY — Marine Lance Cpl. Dion Stephenson loved his 
family, friends and the people of Kuwait and, as one of the first American 
ground combat casualties in the Persian Gulf, he died for them all, his priest 
said Monday. 

More than 1,000 people, including Marine Corps Commandant Alfred M. 
Gray, Corps Sgt. Maj. David Sommers and Sen. Orrin Hatch, attended a 
two-hour funeral mass for the fallen Marine at the Roman Catholic Cathedral 
of the Madeleine. 

“We come to honor him for the gift he gave to his family and us . 
the people of Kuwait,” said the Rev. Rudolph A. Daz of the "Stephenson 
family’s Bountiful parish. 

Stephenson, 22, was among 11 Marines killed Jan. 29 in the first ground 
action of the war, an unidentified seven by so-called friendly fire. 

Bells tolled as six Marine pallbearers escorted the shroud-covered casket to 
the front of the congregation. Outside, American flags ringed the cathedral as 
17 police, sheriff and highway patrol motorcycles waited to escort the proces- 
sion to the Bountiful City Cemetery. 


U.S. to open consulate in the Ukraine 


KIEV, U.S.S.R. — After 15 years, the United States is opening a consulate 
this month in the Ukrainian capital, drawing cheers from independence ac- 
tivists who are courting Western support. 

U.S. officials, wary of stirring trouble for President Mikhail S. Gorbachev, 
say the consulate’s opening does not mean diplomatic recognition or support 
for an independent Ukraine, the second most populated of the 15 Soviet 
republics. 

“It’s not our policy to confer recognition if the matter hasn’t been resolved 
by the Soviets themselves,” said a Western diplomat in Moscow who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. U.S. officials note if the Soviet Union had not invaded 


Housing crunch a burden to community 


Council will address rental shortage}

The Orem City Council will meet 
tonight to discuss how the city will 
respond to recommendations about a 
rental housing shortage made in a re- 
port completed by-the Utah County 
Housing Development Task Force. 

The report was compiled to address 
the rental housing shortage that “has 
developed in Utah County over the 
past eighteen months. 

“Vacancy rates dropped below 1 
percent, rents increased sharply ... 
and waiting lists for housing assis- 
tance steadily grew.” 

The report also said the “primary 
reason for the housing crunch is mul- 
tiple family housing (i.e. rentals, con- 
dominiums, planned unit develop- 
ments, etc.) is not a _ profitable 
venture for the private sector. Rents 


do not return a reasonable invest- 
ment to developers and financing is 
difficult to obtain.” 

Among its many recommendations, 
the report suggested cities take into 
account “the growing need for multi- 
ple residential housing,” a coalition be 
created between business, developer 
and renter, and the Utah Housing Fi- 
nance Agency be approached to see if 
“they could allocate a certain portion 
of their monies for apartment hous- 
ing.” 

The 22-member task force evalu- 
ated the impact BYU and Utah Val- 
ley Community College have on the 
local housing market. 

The report said both schools attract 
large numbers of students from out- 
side Utah County who require rental 
housing. 

Approximately 84 percent of

Humanities 
searches for 
new dean

The College of Humanities an- 
nounced an official dean search last 
month. 

Although the new dean will not be 
chosen for several months, nomina- 
tions and recommendations are being 
taken. 

Bevin Ott, associate academic vice 
president, said the selection process 
is headed up by a search committee. 
The committee is made up of not more 
than 10 faculty members and invited 
individuals from the college, usually 
the more senior and prominent mem- 
bers. 

The committee reviews the nomi- 
nations and narrows potential candi- 
dates down to four or five people. 

Those four or five are then pre- 
sented to the University Administra- 
tions office, subject to the approval of 
the Board of Trustees. 

' “Final approval rests there,” Ott 
said. 

All members of faculty in the Col- 
lege of Humanities were sent an offi- 
cial letter announcing the search and 
inviting them to submit nominations. 

The position is not restricted to 
only those within the College of.Hu- 
manities, meaning anyone can be 
nominated, Ott said. 

“The whole nominating process is a 
fairly informal kind of thing,” Ott 
said. “The bottom line is we want the 
best possible person for the job.” 

Dean positions are not permanent, 
and change does not imply displea- 
sure with the job a certain dean has 
done, Ott said. 

The current dean, Todd Britsch, 
has served for five years. He presides 
over nine academic departments and 
seven supporting areas. 

“Dean Britsch is a very capable 
man and we are very proud of the way 
he has administered affairs in the col- 
lege,” Ott said.

Conlee funds to support the current 
research projects. 

Jn a more recent study, Conlee’s 
group found that cocaine caused the 
body to release more adrenaline than 
usual during exercise. This could ex- 
plain the fatigue seen in the earlier 
studies. 

So far, the cocaine studies have cost 
approximately $280,000. Although it 
is already clear high doses of cocaine 
alter the body’s normal metabolism 
and reduce performance, the re- 
searchers have yet to resolve many 
questions. 

These include the effects of cocaine 
during periods of short term intense 
activity, and the long term effects of 
cocaine use during exercise. 

Conlee said he hopes to receive an- 
other grant to fund his research for 
the next three years. His group is the 
only one in the United States which is 
now involved in the investigation of 
the combined effects of cocaine and 
exercise. Their findings should be 
particularly important to any athlete 
who has ever con ners using co- 
caine.

Grad school 
differs from 
expectations

A BYU Communications professor 

said. he feels many students enter 
graduate programs with false expec- 
tations. 
. “I think many graduate students 
don’t know why they are getting a 
master’s degree, except for the fact 
they want a piece of paper, and they 
think that piece of paper will make 
them more employable,” said Irwin 
Goodman, who has taught at BYU for 
more than 80 years. 

Goodman, the director of the Com- 
munications Research Center, has 
advice for students wishing to pursue 
a master’s degree in communications. 

“Beforé’selecting BYU or another 
school, first decide if you in fact want 
a master’s degree or some other ad- 
vanced degree, and then find out the 
best place to get it. Maybe BY U is the 
best place for you; maybe it isn’t,” 
Goodman said. 

Goodman said some students tend 
to imagine a master’s degree as an 
extension of the upper division of the 
undergraduate program. “Students 
feel that if they are in broadcasting 
they will do more with broadcast and 
news production, and students in ad- 
vertising feel they will do more lay- 
outs.” 

Goodman said students should 
know that a graduate degree is much 
different. 

“At BYU the current emphasis is 
on theory and research. One must un- 
derstand that that is what the mas- 
ter’s program is, and that it is not an 
extension of the undergraduate pro- 
gram. The theory is in the program to 
give the student a larger picture of 
the entire process,” Goodman said. 

Goodman said the graduate pro- 

gram is based on the premise that if 
people understand the theoretical 
base of communication and can oper- 
ate under that perspective, they will 
be better communicators. 
» “The other aspect to our master’s 
program is research,” Goodman said. 
“Research is a critical aspect of the 
communication industry, whether 
one remains a practitioner or moves 
into upper management.” 

Goodman said one of the reasons 
students return to receive a graduate 
degree is because of a job change situ- 
ation. 

“The student decides what they are 
doing is not really what they want to 
do, and they feel a master’s degree 
will give them a better perspective,” 
he said. 

Goodman encourages students in- 
terested in graduate degrees in com- 
munications to have a sound back- 
ground in statistics and_ social 
sciences. 

Goodman said BYU students are a 
cut above most other students. “The 
value system places BYU students 
above students at other universities 
throughout the country,” he said.

Playing one of the industry’s least- 
popular solo instruments has become 
a way of life for trombone-player 
Christian Lindberg, who will be in 
concert at BYU tonight. 

“He is the only trombonist in the 
world who is making a living of per- 
forming on his instrument,” said Paul 
Duerden, concert manager at BYU. 


. “You know he has to be exceptional.” 


The trombone is often an instru- 
ment that is in the background. It is 
the bass sound in a band and other 
instruments often take the spotlight. 

“The trombone in our time is 
mainly noted as a jazz instrument,” 
Lindberg said, “or thought of as the 
one that sits in the back, resting most 
of the time.” 

In spite of the odds, Lindberg has 
almost single-handedly brought the 
trombone to the front of the classical 
stage and into the spotlight. 

Although he’s not yet 30, Lindberg 
has performed internationally in the 
United States and Canada, Great 
Britain, Germany, France, Italy, 
Poland, Belgium, Holland, 
Czechoslovakia, his native Sweden 
and throughout Scandinavia. 

“Christian Lindberg is turning out 
to sound like a man who is establish- 
ing a whole new expectation of just 
how fine an instrument can sound,” 
said Heuwell Tircuit of The San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle. 

“Lindberg plays literally every- 
thing from baroque to the most ad- 
vanced modern works, and every- 
thing in between. There seems to be 
absolutely nothing he cannot manage 
with his exceptional level of musical- 
ity.” 

Lindberg received diplomas from 
the Stockholm Academy of Music and 
the Royal College of Music. He then 
launched his unique international ca- 
reer with solo appearances with the 
Stockholm Philharmonic. 

His first recording, “The Virtuoso 
Trombone” was released in 1984 to 
rave reviews and was quickly fol- 
lowed by “The Romantic Trom- 
bone”,“The Burlesque Trombone”, 
and “The Criminal Trombone.”

Boyd and her husband, Allen, their 
daughter, son-in-law and their daugh- 
ter’s three children, were in the 
trailer when the fire broke out, said 
David Halladay, a battalion chief. 

Boyd had escaped the burning 
trailer, but re-entered, presumably 
to rescue her husband, Moss said. She 
may not have realized her husband 
had escaped through the back-bed- 
room window, he said. 

Allen Boyd, 58, suffered extensive 
cuts, including a lacerated artery, and 
was taken to Utah Valley Regional 
Medical Center, Moss said. Hospital 
spokesman Anton Garrity said Boyd 
was treated and released. 

The son-in-law re-entered the 
trailer three times to get his wife and 
children, sustaining first- and second- 
degree burns, Moss said. 

The fire started above a gas stove 
burner in a black iron frying pan, 
Moss said. Damage was estimated at 
$36,000, he said. 

In an unrelated incident, a 48-year- 
old Provo woman was raped Sunday 
in her residence at approximately 11 
p.m., said Provo City Police Lt. Craig 
Geslison. 

She was on her way to investigate a 
noise when “she was grabbed from 
behind, and a blanket was thrown 
over her head,” Geslison said.

Provo joins regional 
recycling consortium

“The consortium by joining, can 
provide the quantity of materials that. 
the market is looking for,” Martin 


said. 

The Southwest is behind the rest of 
the country in recycling because of 
the lower population. 

“There is not enough population for 
most businesses, and transportation 
costs consume business,” Martin said. 

The consortium plans to “link to- 
gether in a cooperative way” to at- 
tract recycling businesses that will lo- 
cate. here and be guaranteed a 
sufficient number of recyclables.
